From a mass of intellizence received by the late

I'he emperor of Kussia has made a declaration a- 
gainst England, in which, after recounting the late 
transactions in Denmark, &c. he breaks off all com- 
Munication with England—recalls his embassy from 
thar cours, and will not allow any ambassador from 
her to continue athis court. Hedeclaresth<re shall 
henceforward exist no relations between the two 
countri¢s—that he abrogates forever every act hi- 
therro. concluded between Great- Briain and Rassia, 
and particularly the convention of 1801. He pro 
claims avew the principles of the armed \ evtraliry, 
and bi: ds h mself never to recede from that SYS- 
tem. He call, upon England to give comple‘e sa- 
tisfac 1on to his subjects, with respect to all tne just 
claims they may set up, «f ships and merchandizes 
seized and de ained, contrary to treaty He gives 
warning “hat nothing shall be re-established ber ween 
Russia and England, until the latter shall h we gi- 


ven satisfac-ion to Denmark; and he intercedee for 


a general peace. 
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In cons~quenct of this declaraton, orders have 
been issued fur the seizure and de ention of all Rus- 
sian ships of war and merchantmen, in the ports of 
Great-Britam. 

A new kingdom isto be erected ir Italy, of which 
Lucien Bonaparte is to be the head, by the title of 
king of Latium. 

Bonaparie has dernanded five millions of dollars 
from the king Of russia, and required that eight 
of the strongest Prussian fortresses should be gar- 
risoned by French troops until the conclusion of ihe 
war. 

The prince of Asturias has been released by the 
king of Spain, through the interference of Bona- 
parte, who has presented him with the cordon of the 
legion uf honor His highness, it is said, confessed 
his guilt to his royal parents, and, not only received 
their pardon, but has been placed at the head of the 
Spanish army destined to invad’ Portugal. It this 
account be true, the power of the Prince of Pewce 
is completely overturned ; Bonaparie hasemployed 
him as long as he thought necessary, and will now, 
probably, sacrifice h.m, asthe surest way of obtain- 
ing popularity with the people of Spain The lib- 
eration of the Prince was received with the utmost 
joy by the people, whodrew his carriage throug 
the streets amvdst he loudest acclamations. 

The invasion of Englaod by Bonaparte, is agaim 
the topic of conversation in France and Russia, 
The army for the pu will consist of 500,000 
men. Bat bow will they get there? 

In consequence of tne hostile wdications of the 
French and Spanish governments towards Portugal, 
that court has rescinded all its edicts and proclama 
tions against British commerce, and resolved. when- 
ever the danger becomes imminent, to embark for 
the Brazils. ,

You wave undoubtedly before this, heard :hat 
three American vessels had been detained by a 
frigate of this place, in Consequence of the anaui- 
ties for two years past not having been paid by the 
United S:atea in Waval Stores, as stipulated by 
Trea y, notwithstanding the amount thereof has 
been repeatedly offered in cash. 

These vessels are the ship Eagle of New-York, 
Natha:iel Phader, Master; brig Violet, of Boston, 
James Merrett, Master; schr. Mary-Ana of New- 
York, Shefheld, Master.
